Boyd Monday and asked the reverend gen- 
tleman what proof he had to substantiate 
his charges of corruption. 

“If the question comes up before the 
Grand-jury I may be able to give some in- 
formation upon the subject," he replied. ‘‘I 
will not now make specific charges 
against any certain individuals: That is 
a phase of the case w does not come 
within the scope of my present course of 
lectures. That corruption does exist and 
that. it is impossible to secure any, action 
from the Municipal Assembly without 
money I most firmly believe. My observa- 


ion has been in a measure dimited. That 


ig, my persohal observation of the actual 
orking of that body.

TRE WAR IN NICARAGUA,

President Zelaya Is Net Having Every 
thing His Own Way. 


NEW YORK, March 2 4 local paper 
says: The revolution in Nicaragua, ac- 
cording to intelligence received' in New 
York through private channels, is more 
serious than the dispatches from that coun- 


try would indicate. The strict press cen- 
sorship established by President’ Zelaya 
renders it impossible for news of any char- 
acter, except what is favorable to the Gov- 
ernment, to be made public. 

Two facts seems to be well established. 
First, that Zelaya is not suppressing the 
rébellion, and second, that the Honduran 
troops, who arrived in Nicaragua on Fri- 
day last, as the supposed allies of Zelaya, 
are quite as likely to aid the rebels as to 
act in concert with the Government troops. 

If Honduras espouses Baca’s cause, the 
latter will, it is belleved, become victorious, 
since his troops are armed with modern 
guns and animated by sentiments of the 
loftieat patriotism, inasmuch as they are 
fighting for constitutional Liberty and to 
prevent the alleged dictatorship of Zelaya. 

Shrewd observers of political events in 
Central America are of opinion that all 
five of the republics may become’ em- 
broiled unless a peaceful solution is reached 
within a few weeks.
